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Jaeger Tract History Is Rife 
With Numerous Frustrations 


Despite the contradiction in 
terms, @ newspaper’s morgue — 
its archival record — can 
breathe life again into a signifi- 
cant issue in the history of the 
community the newspaper Serves. 
Such is the case with the 40- 
year saga of Greenbelt and the 
Jaeger tract, a section of private 
property abutted on three sides 
by Greenbelt Park. It was never 
meant to be this way. 


The first chapter of the story 
begins with an error in the origi- 
nal Congressional act establish- 
ing the park. The park itself was 
opened sometime in April 1964. 

From the start, the Jaeger 
Tract was always intended to be 
included as part of the 1100-acre 
park. Through an unfortunate 
mistake, however, the bill allocat- 
ing funds for its purchase listed 
the Jaeger property at 56 acres. 
The acreage number at that time 
should have read 76. Although 
the owner at once contested the 
acreage figure, according to our 
retrospective story on January 30, 
1964, “Congress never made a 
supplemental appropriation.” 

With Carl Jaeger still owner of 
the property, he then sold it, in 
early September 1963, to devel-

oper B. Francis Saul, II. Saul 
subsequently applied for its re- 
zoning from RR (single-family 
homes on quarter acre lots) to a 
classification permitting both low- 
density and high-rise apartments. 

Hearing that such a sale was 
in the wind, as early as May 
1963, Greenbelt’s Advisory Plan- 
ning Board (APB), had opined 
that “it is inconceivable that the 
subject property should be used 
for anything but . . . park land. 
The park is being developed as a 
passive recreation area with 
camping sites and nature trails.” 
The city had followed this news 
with official letters from Mayor 
Edgar Smith to then-Congressmen 
Carleton Sickles and Richard 
Lankford urging that the federal 
government act to acquire the 
property. 

In September the city was 
pleasantly surprised to learn that 
the two Representatives were 
jointly sponsoring a bill to autho- 
rize the National Park Service to 
purchase both the Jaeger Tract 
and the other privately-owned 
parcel on Good Luck Road also 
cutting into the park as a sepa- 
rate enclave. (This second tract 
later had its own fraught history 
two years ago when residents of 


a community built on that acre- 
age applied (but were turned 
down) for annexation by the 
city.) 

The bill later died, following 
Rep. Lankford’s decision to retire. 
Instead, in November the Prince 
George’s County Commissioners, 
predecessors of the County 
Council, denied a zoning request 
by the developer to build high- 
rise apartments on the site. The 
vote by the Commissioners was 
two and two, resulting in a tie, 
which meant that no change 
would occur. (Greenbelt’s own 
Frank Lastner, for whom Lastner 
Lane is named, had been out of 
town and unable to vote.) Nev- 
ertheless, on Saul’s request, on 
appeal the Circuit Court granted 
the change in zoning. 

Second Error 

However, the City of Greenbelt 
“as an aggrieved party” had not 
been notified when the Circuit 
Court hearing was to be held. In 
fact, only two of the nine parties 
to the original proceedings had 
correctly been notified, as Com- 
missioner Gladys Spellman 
pointed out. When this informa- 
tion was made public, the County

Council Explores Ways to Save 
Jaeger Tract for Parkland Use

At the November 25 regular 
meeting, the five members of the 
Greenbelt City Council spoke 
carefully, containing their anger at 
the recent turn of events that re- 
sulted in the Jaeger Tract being 
sold to a private school instead 
of being purchased as an addi- 
tion to Greenbelt Park. Only a 
week ago, the city had thought 
that its long-term effort to acquire 
this 17 acre tract was about to 
succeed and that there was a 
verbal agreement for the land to 
be sold for $1.5 million. The par- 
cel, which is located on the south 
side of Westchester Park Drive 
east of Kenilworth Avenue and 
surrounded by Greenbelt Park on 
three sides, would be purchased 
for the National Park Service 
(NPS) with the aid of a partner- 
ship that included the city, Con- 
gressman Steny Hoyer, the NPS, 
the National Park Trust and the 
Westchester Park Civic Associa- 
tion. Then council learned that 
the property’s owners had sold 
the land to the Friends Commu- 
nity School, Inc., of College Park 


with settlement on November 8. 

Council wondered if the own- 
ers and their representative had 
not bargained in good faith with 
the partnership. They were also 
concerned that representatives of 
the school might have taken ad- 
vantage of the open public deal- 
ings of the partnership to se- 
cretly offer a higher price for the 
land. However, council felt that 
they still did not have enough 
information to reach conclusions 
or criticize any actions of others. 
Mayor Judith Davis wondered 
what the school, which boasts 
about its concerns for the envi- 
ronment, was going to tell its 
students about how they had 
prevented this land from being 
acquired by Greenbelt Park. 

With assurances from Hoyer’s 
office and other members of the 
partnership that they are still 
working to acquire the tract and 
had not given up, council chose 
to take steps to further the ef- 
forts to buy the Jaeger property.

Exxon Station Owners Must 
Promptly Replace Trees

On Friday, November 15 the 
Exxon station at the corner of 
Greenbelt Road and Hanover 
Parkway came close to receiving 
municipal infractions and an 
“Unlawful to Occupy” posting 
on the property by the City of 
Greenbelt’s planning staff. 

This situation resulted from 
the cutting down of six Bradford 
pear trees last June 2. The trees 
had been shown on the site plan, 
which was approved at the time 
the original application to build 
the station was approved. One 
of the trees was located on the 
city’s right-of-way. The remain- 
ing five trees were on the Exxon 
station’s private property. 

Community Planner Kristen 
Ward had been preparing to do a 
final inspection of the site on 
November 15. But after having 
been given many extended dead- 
lines, station owner Shafiq Umar, 
it appeared, had defaulted on his 
agreement to re-landscape the 
property. As of 2 p.m. Umar had 
refused to meet with the city 
staff. However, by 3 p.m. Umar 
and the station’s manager ap- 
peared in the planning office. 

Umar was told at that time 


that landscaping must begin on 
Monday, November 18 or that a 
letter had to be presented to the 
city stating that a contract had 
been signed with a landscaping 
company to perform the planting. 

When reached for comment, 
Ward reported that planting had 
indeed begun on Monday. How- 
ever, a later update given to the 
News Review by Director Celia 
Craze indicated that the plants be- 
ing put in were “not acceptable” 
because they were undersized. 

A pear tree is to be planted in 
the right-of-way and other trees, 
such as oaks or maples, are to be 
planted on the private property 
of the Exxon station. Shrubs and 
bushes are to be planted as well. 
When a site visit was made on 
Wednesday, November 20, Ward 
was told that the oak trees will 
not be available until spring. 

Exxon has two weeks to “get 
their act together,” said Craze. 
By then they are to “plant what 
is available and present a con- 
tract for what’s not available.” 

Staff will be following up with 
inspections on Exxon’s progress. 
“We will be pursuing enforce- 
ment,” said Craze.

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The Real Lesson 


In a prescient sentence, someone once wrote to this paper: 
“Of course, those who fight for preservation of green space 
must win every battle, while the developers must win only once 
in order for a forest to be destroyed forever.” He was writing 
about the city’s long-ago effort, later successful, to acquire Par- 
cel 1, that forested strip at Greenbelt’s northern section along 
the Baltimore-Washington Parkway. But the comment gains 
new currency with last week’s news that the 40-year struggle 
to acquire a portion of the Jaeger Tract to augment the adja- 
cent national park has now been lost. 

Over the course of these four decades (not two, as reported 
in the letter last week) hundreds of people — including several 
members of the US Congress, a large number of state, county 
and local officials, countless private citizens and public servants 
in the National Park Service and the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission — have worked together to acquire 
this property for Greenbelt Park, for which it was always intended. 
Now, just when these officials thought they were on the brink of 
success, the developer turned around and sold the land to the 
Friends Community School, Inc., of College Park. 

In a statement to another newspaper, a spokesman for the 
school emphasizes its plan to erect a “green” building and to 
expand the school’s environmental education program. While 
we appreciate the school’s intention to be sensitive to its 
unique location, we can’t help but regret the loss of parkland 
that construction will entail. The ability of a private group pur- 
suing its legitimate, but narrow, interests to triumph over the 
larger public good is the real lesson of the Jaeger Tract.

A Different Take 
On Need for Mall 


The letter by John Shyrock 
on November 21 in support of 
the Metro station development 
contained several falsehoods. 
Firstly, he states that the land in 
question is “loaded with rubbish 
and industrial waste.” In fact, 
most of the land is uncontami- 
nated and supports a variety of 
wildlife. I’ve walked beside In- 
dian Creek, which flows through 
the property, and seen ducks, 
herons and other birds. Environ- 
mental consultants have testified 
to the value of this ecosystem. 
Second, Shyrock writes that the 
development is “only objection- 
able to a very few.” In fact, many 
people in Greenbelt and College 
Park object to several aspects of 
the project, including the destruc- 
tion of pristine wetlands, the mas- 
sive scale and the heavy projected 
traffic. In the previous city coun- 
cil election, all those elected to 
the council expressed a desire to 
minimize the destruction of the 
environment and keep the devel- 
opment to a reasonable scale. 
Their election demonstrates that 
the voters here are largely in sup- 
port of their efforts to prevent the 
projected development from dam- 
aging our quality of life. Shyrock 
wants to be able to shop at a 
mall without driving 20 minutes to 
Columbia, but if the development 
is aS large as its backers want to 
make it, he may have to sit in traf- 
fic for just as long to enter the 
massive complex planned for the 
site.

I believe 
that Greenbelt will find that it has 
gained a new and valuable addi- 
tion to our community as a result 
of this purchase.

Commissioners voted 4-0 that 
Greenbelt had a right to intervene 
in the case. Commissioner 
Lastner did not vote. (The 
county attorney had _ ruled, 
Lastner said, that his vote would 
not be legal since he had not 
been present to hear the evidence 
in the formal session.) 

Spellman argued that the park 
“was set up for all people in the 
county” and therefore the Circuit 
Court erred by holding that per- 
sons living more than three miles 
away from the park had no right 
to be heard. A petition with 
more than 2,000 names was sub- 
sequently presented on behalf of 
several county organizations, 1n- 
cluding the Berwyn Civic Asso- 
ciation and Greenbelt Consumer 
Services, asking that the high- 
rise zoning decision be appealed. 

In a letter to Commissioner 
Lastner, Mayor Smith described 
Greenbelt Regional Park (as it was 
then called) “‘as the second largest 
recreational facility in the county. 
It is centrally located .... The 
placing of skyscrapers in the 
midst of campgrounds may well 
be considered the greatest plan- 
ning failure to take place in the 
county.” 

When a new hearing on April 
7, 1964, was held, Judge William 
B. Bowie reconfirmed his deci- 
sion. No person was shown to 
be “an aggrieved party,” he ruled, 
whose personal property would 
be damaged by the rezoning. 

The City of Berwyn Heights, 
which had not opposed the origi- 
nal rezoning petition, was now 
present on the other side, ac- 
knowledging its response to pub- 
lic opinion. But Judge Bowie de- 
nied its right to protest, since it 
was too late to present new evi- 
dence “after the hearing is over 
and the door is closed.” Appar- 
ently the fact that seven of the 
nine parties had not been notified 
of that earlier hearing, as was their 
legal right, would have no effect 
on what was to be decided. 

When informed that the tech- 
nical staff of the county’s plan- 
ning board had opposed the re- 
zoning, Bowie called their action 
“reprehensible,” since only the 
board, which supported it, could 
take a position. “Every person 
having a piece of land,” the judge 
said, “is entitled to have it in 
some kind of zoning in which he 


can use it.” 
Appeal 

Despite the city attorney’s view 
that an appeal would likely leave 
Judge Bowie’s decision un- 
changed, the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil voted to undertake it anyway; 
and the Greenbelt Jaycees agreed 
to undertake a fund drive to raise 
the estimated $3,000 court costs 
for such an action. GHI president 
Charles Schwan urged members of 
the cooperative to write to the 
county commissioners. “Not to 
permit the Jaeger Tract to be ac- 
quired for parks would be short- 
sighted in the extreme,’ Schwan’s 
letter said. 

The Goddard Space Flight 
Center also supported the appeal 
on the basis that industrial and 
commercial development would 
generate traffic congestion and 
create unacceptable levels of ra- 
dio-noise interference. The Na- 
tional Park Service claimed that 
the rezoning would so drastically 
increase the purchase price of the 
property that its plan for an 18- 
hole golf course there would 
have to be abandoned. 

And in October 1964 the fed- 
eral government, in a friend of 
the court brief by Assistant At- 


torney General Ramsay Clark, en- 
tered the appeal process: “No 
reason appears why the United 
States in the operation and de- 
velopment of its public park 
should not receive the same pro- 
tection as would the state or 
Prince George’s County in the 
development of the same public 
area.” 

The Maryland Court of Ap- 
peals heard the case on January 
21, 1965 and on a legal technical- 
ity ruled on February 8 permit- 
ting construction of the high-rise 
apartments. Neither the City of 
Greenbelt nor a non-Greenbelt 
land owner who also appealed 
had proper legal standing as ag- 
grieved parties, the court ruled. 
Its decision was “not to be taken 
as approval” of the lower court’s 
decision that the land should be 
rezoned, however, the Appeals 
Court said. The City of Green- 
belt could be aggrieved only as a 
representative of its residents, the 
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court ruled, and “an association 
or corporate body representing 
only the viewpoint of its members 
is not itself aggrieved merely be- 
cause its members are.” 
Although Stewart Udall, Sec- 
retary of the Department of Inte- 
rior, showed interest in acquiring 
the Jaeger property for the park, 
its sky-rocketing cost with its re- 
zoned status, set at $2.4 million, 
put it out of the question. This 
Opinion was reported in the 
News Review of May 27, 1965, 
and that fall the paper noted in 
an editorial, ““They’re burning the 
timber on the Jaeger Tract.”

Man Is Fatally Shot 
In Springhill Lake 


Police released the following 
information on November 26: 

At about 10:56 a.m., police re- 
ceived a citizen’s complaint of 
men armed with handguns in the 
6100 block of Springhill Terrace. 
As officers were responding to 
the scene, the citizen advised that 
the suspects had entered a ve- 
hicle and were driving away. Of- 
ficers stopped a vehicle matching 
the description given in the area 
of Springhill Lane and Breeze- 
wood Court. 

A passenger left the vehicle 
and tried to flee on foot, running 
west onto Breezewood Court, 
with an officer in foot pursuit. 
The suspect ran between two 
apartment buildings, at which 
time he was observed pulling a 
handgun from his waistband, rais- 
ing the gun and turning toward 
the officer. Preliminary investi- 
gation reveals that the suspect 
then accidentally discharged the 
weapon, shooting himself in the 
head. 

Officers requested an ambu- 
lance and performed CPR on the 
suspect at the scene. The sus- 
pect was transported to Prince 
George’s Community Hospital 
where he was pronounced dead. 
A semi-automatic handgun was 
recovered on the scene and a 
quantity of suspected crack co- 
caine and suspected marijuana 
were found on the suspect. 

The deceased has not been 
identified as this is written on 
Tuesday evening, November 26 
and the driver of the vehicle is 
being held for questioning. In- 
vestigation is continuing.

Council agreed to send a letter to 
the NPS urging it to proceed with 
condemnation to acquire the land. 
Council will send a second letter 
to Hoyer asking that he do what- 
ever he can to enable the park 
service to undertake condemna- 
tion. The requirements of the 
park service to undertake con- 
demnation are very stringent so 
it is unlikely that this course of 
action will succeed. Council ex- 
pressed its belief that Hoyer had 
performed “miracles” before in ar- 
ranging for federal funding of $1 
million that had successfully en- 
abled the partnership to raise the 
$1.5 million it thought was 
needed to buy the land. Council 
expressed hope that he could 
come up with one more miracle. 
Letter to Friends 

After considerable discussion 
as to what the letter would say 
and who would send it, the 
council adopted a motion to ask 
its partnership in the land acqui- 
sition to send a joint letter to 
the Friends Community School 
expressing their disappointment 
that the school had purchased 
the land, preventing it from be- 
coming a part of Greenbelt Park. 
The city council is hoping that a 
public outcry over the school’s 
blocking of the sale of the land 
for the park might cause the 
school’s leaders to reconsider 
their desire to build their new 
school facility there. 

The Friends Community 
School, now located in inad- 
equate facilities in College Park, 
had made known its interest in 
buying the land well before the 
purchase took place. School rep- 
resentatives had approached the 
council with a proposal to build 
their school on the Jaeger Tract 
with that part of the land not re- 
quired for the school being given 
to the NPS. (Councilmembers 
took note of a report in another 


newspaper that this proposal had 
now been taken back.) At that 
time the council had indicated its 
desire to acquire all the land for 
the park, and therefore didn’t feel 
that it could consider the Friends 
proposal. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
felt that the Friends representa- 
tive had not made a formal pro- 
posal and that it would have 
been inappropriate for the mem- 
bers of the partnership to con- 
sider it. Davis thought that the 
Friends had backed off from try- 
ing to acquire the parkland after 
talking to the city. 

Public Knowledge 

White said that by mid-Octo- 
ber council knew that the school 
was back in the picture trying to 
buy the land. City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin identified 
the time more precisely as the 
day the News Review came out, 
October 17, with an article report- 
ing the possible acquisition of 
the land for $1.5 million. The fol- 
lowing Monday council dis- 
cussed the purchase proposal at 
its meeting with school represen- 
tatives present. The next day, 
according to McLaughlin, the city 
learned that the Friends School 
board had held a meeting about 
buying the land. 

Westchester Park Civic Asso- 
ciation member Joe Haskel told 
council that the association had 
had held a meeting on October 
30 at which Paul Pritchard, presi- 
dent of the National Park Trust, 
spoke about the need to make a 
$10,000 down payment using the 
funds the civic association was 
raising. He confirmed that repre- 
sentatives from the Friends 
School were in attendance. 
Haskell added that the associa- 
tion quickly raised another $1,000 
and gave the National Park Trust 
the needed funds within a few 
days.

Haskell informed council that t 
he had met with the school’s 
Headmaster Tom Goss on Novem- 
ber 11 and expressed the 
partnership's continuing interest 
to buy the land. At that time 
Haskell asked if the school was 
still interested and was told that 
they were, but there was no men- 
tion of the fact that the school 
had already settled on the prop- 
erty two days earlier. Haskell 
also told council that he felt that 
when a representative of the 
school had discussed the pro- 
posal to buy the land and give 
what was not needed to the park, 
he had been later misquoted as 
saying that Westchester Park had 
no fundamental objection to the 
Friends School being located 
there. He said that that was true 
only if the NPS purchase fell 
through. Stating that these were 
disturbing facts about his discus- 
sions with the school, Haskell 
told the council “Their discus- 
sions with me have not been as 
forthright as I hoped.” 

Annexation? 

White pointed out to Haskell 
that one way for the land to be 
acquired for the park was for the 
city to condemn it using its pow- 
ers of eminent domain. But this 
would be possible only if the 
land was annexed to the city. 
White suggested that this could 
be done if Westchester Park 
agreed to be annexed to the city. 
Haskell responded that the civic 
association was interested in 
Westchester Park becoming an 
independent municipality. As to 
annexation to Greenbelt, he felt 
that the association would op- 
pose it. “We have different 
goals and objectives,” he said. 

Approvals Needed 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
was asked what steps the school 
would need to take in order to 
obtain the necessary approvals to 
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Jaeger Tract Sale Notes from Glen Eugster 
Asst. Regional Director, National Park Service 


The acquisition of the Jaeger Property has been a 
priority for the city and the NPS for more than 20 years. 
We’ve been dedicated to protecting this property be- 
cause it was part of the original vision of Greenbelt Park 
and parkland continues to be lost to development in 
this region. As you may know, the D.C. region loses 28 
acres of open space each day to development... . 

Discussion with Amir Ahmad, the owners’ represen- 
tative, on November 10-11. He indicated that they (he 
and his partners) were planning to sell the property to 
the Friends Community School, Inc., because they: (1) 
were willing to pay $75-100,000 more than we offered; 
(2) were willing to purchase the land immediately; (3) 
were able to offer security; and (4) Ahmad also said 
that he had "stepped beyond his bounds" in negotiat- 
ing with NPS and that he had lost credibility with his 
group because of his negotiations with NPS. 

I’m troubled by the fact that the owners, within a 
four-hour time period, changed the deal without talking 
to NPS or the city. I’m even more concerned that the 
Friends Community School and the owners ignored the 
cooperation and commitment that was demonstrated by 
the community, the city, the state, Congress and the 
federal government and took this unilateral action. The 
future of the Jaeger property has been of considerable 


interest to the public for many years. 


It’s unfortunate 


for Greenbelt and Greenbelt Park that this decision was 


made this way. 


build upon the property. He re- 
sponded that the property was 
already suitably zoned. There is 
an approved preliminary plan of 
subdivision for 19 large lots on 
the property. The school might 
be able to develop with this plan 
by using multiple lots for the 
school site, but if it changed the 
road location or made other sig- 
nificant changes as he thought 
they probably would need to do, 
they would have to file a new 
preliminary plan and seek new 
approval. 

He noted that the school was 
a fairly large facility and would 
have to meet stringent state de- 
sign standards. At this time it 


was not clear to him if the 
school would have to obtain site 
plan approval. Manzi thought 
that the school might have to do 
a traffic study because of its im- 
pact upon morning peak traffic. 
He noted that any party of 
record could appeal any of these 
approvals by the Prince George’s 
Planning Board and that home- 
owner associations do it often. 
Davis said that quite a few 
Greenbelt citizens who gave do- 
nations toward purchasing the 
land for the park had asked her if 
they would get their money back 
if the purchase did fall through. 
McLaughlin assured her that the 
money would be returned.
